New Technology - "protected" (under plastic) 
production. 1,000's of greenhouses built. New 
varieties - higher yielding, more resistant to pests 
Wholesale Markets were established to diversify 
the marketing of products 
Farmers were allowed to pay taxes in cash rather 
than in grain 
Farmers were making planting decisions based on 
market conditions
